SUICIDE IN AN ICE BOX, 


FIRED PISTOL WITH GREAT TOE’S 
CONVULSIVE JERK. 


When Ready Turned on the Gas, Fired 
His Revolver and Overturned 
the Barrel on Which He 
Was Standing. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, .Oct. 15.—Henry Wilkens, a 
wealthy saloon keeper at the corner of Alin 
and Nassau streets, in the heart of the 
downtown district, committed suicide yes- 
terday, using a noose, gas and a pistol. 

First, he sent two notes, one to his 

wife in Brooklyn and the other to an un- 
dertaker. Then he arranged a noose in his 
big ice chest at the saloon. Then he at- 
tached a piece of rubber tubing to the 
gas jet and tied it to the rope a few inches 
above the noose. 
. Next he fashioned an ingenious harness 
out of pleces of the clothes line. With 
these he tied a big 45-caliber self-acting 
revolver to his breast in such a way that 
the muzzle pointed directly at his heart. 
Hie also tied one of the cords to the trigger 
of the weapon. At the other end of this 
line he made a noose, which he placed over 
his foot. He placed a small baffrel under 
the dangling noose and stood upon it. He 
Wrapped a towel around the revolver point- 
ed at his heart to muffle the noise. 

From his place on the small barrel he 
gas jet. An electric light tlhhuminated the 
interior. 

He carefully adjusted the noose about 
his neck and thrust his right foot into ihe 
noose of the cord tied to the trigger of 
the revolver. Then he placed the end of 
the rubber tube connecting with the gas 
jet into his mouth. 

He placed his right hand on the trigger 
of the revolver, his left on the cock of the 
gas jet. He fired the weapon and turned 
on the gas at the same instant. 

As he planned, the convulsive movement 
of his feet as he fell off the barrel and 
hung by the neck fired a second shot from 
the revolver by means of the cord tred to 
the trigger. The first shot, however, would 

ave caused his death unaided by the 
second or by the gas or the noose about 
his neck.

Three hours later his wife reached the sa- 
loon and gave the alarm.
